“No person in the employ of the De- 
partment of Public Safety shall take part 
in the management, affairs, or political 
campaigns of any candidate for public of- 
fice, except he shall have the right as a 
citizen to express his opinion and to cast 
his vote. 

“No person in the employ of the De- 
partment of Public Safety shall, either 
directly or indirectly, contribute any 
money or other thing of value to any per- 
son, organization or committee for po- 
litical campaign or election in county or 
state primaries or general election.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (P—The 
ceremonies inaugurating Dwight 
D). Eisenhower as president of the 
United States probably will be the 
biggest, the best attended and the 
most costly in history. 

At least, that’s the opinion of a 
man who should know: Joseph C.

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Let’s Strengthen 
The State Patrol 


Ostensibly, the Georgia State High- 
way Patrol was created, not to act as 
a general constabulary, but to enforce 
traffic laws and to promote traffic safe- 
ty. Yet the records indicate that the 
troopers spend less than half their time 
on the roads. 

Too few in numbers to police the 
highway properly, if that were their only 
function, the members of the patrol 
are sent out on special details, such as 
serving warrants, raiding stills, chasing 
fugitive convicts, running errands for 
politicians or chauffeuring for state of- 
ficials. 

dustifiable, but still taking them from 
the highwavs, is their appearance in 
court as witnesses in traffic cases and 
the time off to which they are entitled. 
» Two bills drawn for consideration by 
the General Assemblv in January would 
helo remedy the situation, One would 
add 100 men to the force, the other 
would tend to lessen political dominance 
of the patrol bv providing for election 
by.the General Assembly of the director, 
the term to be indefinite. 

The reform needs to go a step fur- 
ther. The present law describes the 
duties of the patrol as enforcement of 
traffic laws, but it does not expressly 
forbid troopers being deputized to do the 
work of sheriffs or other local officers. 

The law should be changed to close 
the loophole. Either that or we should 
set up a state constabulary adequate for 
both highway patrol and police duties. 
Choosing the latter course, we could 
then reduce the number of local officers 
by cutting down on the size of the sher- 
iff’s staff and eliminating many of the 
special police. 

For the present, we'll stick with the 
premise that the State Patrol is a high- 
way control unit. 

Let the Department of Public Safety 
look to the law for a defirtition of its 
duties and start to concentrate on mak- 
ing the State Patrol a more adequate 
and effective unit. The General Assem- 
bly can help by passing the enabling leg- 
islation required. One suggestion toward 
that end is the abolition of the present 
top-heavy Safety department and the 
substitution of an advisory committee 
from the Legislature.

These are the units that drill regularly 
and are paid for their services. The 
Standby Reserve is made up of the other 
Reservists who are not members of the 
Retired Reserve. They may train vol- 
untarily, without pay, in volunteer units 
and as individuals, and receive credits 
for retirement with pay at age 60 after 
earning a required 50 points a year over 
a 20-year. period. 

Those who fear that retaining their 
commissions means service automatically 
in case of emergency are worrying need- 
lessly.. Whether their commissions are 
retained.or not, all former officers are 
supject.to recall in time of war anyway. 

If a war or national emergency is 
declared in the future by Congress, any 
Reservist can be ordered to active duty 
until six months after the war or emer- 
geucy ends. This is nothing new. Even 
Retired Reservists can be ordered to 
active duty in these circumstances. How- 
-ever, the practice of calling Reservists 
in other than the Ready Reserves dur- 
ing a presidentially declared emergency 
(such as we are in now) ends with the 
new program. If Congress declares the 
emergency we will probably be in a 
much bigger war and all former Reserv- 
ists, retired or not, will be subject to call 
.as they are today. 

Besides the opportunity of being of 
service to the nation, the new program 


offers the chance to retain old friend- 
ships and interests and to achieve secu- 
rity in later years. Surely all Reservists 
will want to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity regardless of the branch of serv- 
ice of which they are a member. 
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Reuther’s Election 


Means Stormy Days 


The CIO has patched up its differ- 
ences and has united behind Walter Reu- 
ther as successor to Philip Murray for 
the time being, at least. His election 
climaxed one of the most bitter internal 
fights within the organization since its 
founding and his final victory was due 
in part to General Eisenhower. 

The President-elect told certain key 
ClO officials, while the convention was 
in progress, that he definitely opposes 
industry-wide bargaining. Since the 
more conservative AFL is less adamant 
on this point, those CIO unions threat- 
ening to desert to the AFL took a second 
look and decided to stick with Reuther. 

The rebellious steelworkers were 
particularly concerned with Ike’s views. 
Since Reuther has been the champion 
of industry-wide bargaining, the rebel- 
lion was quelled and the CIO, on the 
surface, becomes a unit again. 

And so we have Reuther, the contro- 
versial Auto Workers chief, to head the 
nation’s second largest labor organiza- 
tion. He has had a spectacular rise to 
the top in labor circles and, still a young 
man, is the center of violent contro- 
versies. He has been physically beaten 
and was severely wounded once in an 
assassination attempt. He is striving 
now for a guaranteed annual wage so 
auto workers will know how much mon- 
ey they can depend upon each year, 
regardless of layoffs. This aim prob- 
ably will be extended to all CIO unions 
under his leadership. 

Since the Steelworkers and the Auto 
Workers are united on industry-wide 
bargaining, the two biggest unions are 
able to agree on Reuther. What follows 
now that the fiery redhead has suc- 
ceeded the patient Murray will be inter- 
esting to watch. Its political implica- 
tions point to stormy days ahead.

To Save the Slabs 


Those who fret at the evident waste 
of sawdust and other byproducts in lum- 
bering will be made happy to read that 
slabs and edgings, preViously considered 
waste, soon will be put to use. 

An Alabama lumber company and a 
paper company have joined in the in- 
stallation of a new type machine to take 
the bark from sawlogs. 

The general practice is to saw the 
logs with the bark on, with slabs and 
edging going to scrap. 

Installation of the machine, devel- 
oped in Sweden, has been hailed as 
marking a new era in wood usage. 

There remains the challenge of the 
sawdust pile. We are confident that 
American ingenuity will rise to meet it.

Our Election Costs 


Invite Corruption 


There is no way of accurately de- 
termining the exact amount spent in the 
recent political campaign for the presi- 
dency, but the amount is stupendous. 
The.estimate of $32,155,000 made by The 
New York Times is small compared with 
that made by some professional poli- 
ticians who say that $100,000,000 would 
be more nearly correct. 

Whether $32,000,000 or $100,000,000, 
the amount is excessive. It reveals that 
present legal limitations and curbs on 
election expenditures are ineffective, if 
not antiquated. In the all-out effort to 


influence voters, the demands are such. 


that neither party can escape the neces- 
sity of becoming indebted to special in- 
terest groups who ask value received for 
their contributions. 

The last presidential campaign illus- 
trated the evils of the system to a great- 
er degree than any in history. For one 
thing, the drive lasted far too long. 
Competition to reach the eyes and ears 
of the voters became much too bitter. 

To spread campaign costs to the rank 
and file the Democratic Party attempted 
to put over a program that should have 
beneficial results. Thousands of small 
contributions lend less temptation to 
corruption than big contributions from 
questionable sources and from — 
groups. 

At any rate, we need to take a ae 
and searching look at our method ‘of 
conducting political campaigns with the 
aim of eliminating some of the pressures 
that become corrupting influences after 
elections are over, If there is a solution, 
Congress and the political parties must 
seek it.

Examine Party 


WASHINGTON—In a diagnosis of the 
necessary monkey-gland treatment for the 
Democratic Party here for two days among 
President Truman, Gov. Adlai Stevenson and 
party officials, two problems arose of chief 
concern other than the immediate task of 
wiping out the party’s $500,000 deficit. They 
were: 1. The Democratic National Commit- 
tee, its reorganization, rejuvenation and, 
very important, its control. 2. The Southern 

wing, which dominates the 
party in Congress, and, 
from that strategic posi- 
tion, is plotting to regain 
control which, for the sake 
of future elections, was 
recognized as a course 
that never could bring 
success nationally. 

The national commit- 
tee must necessarily be- 
come the principal mecha- 
nism for keeping before 

the public the progressive philosophy enun- 
ciated by Governor Stevenson in his cam- 
in co-operation always, of course, 
with like-minded Democratic progressives in 
Congress who are now, however, a minority 
influence. 

For this, it is necessary not only that the 
progressive forces keep control of the com- 
mittee, but that they create here at national 
committee headquarters a dynamic organi- 
zation that can spot the Issues as they de- 
velop, spread them before the public effec- 
tive]y and arouse the rank and file in the 
party for the next test of strength, which will 
come in the congressional elections two years 
hence. 

Upon these aims the titular head of the 
party. Governor Stevenson, and President 
Truman are in agreement. 

However, in working out the national 
committee problem, it was evident from the 
discussions, amiable and good-natured as 
they were, that there was in the air a per- 
ceptible hangover of the campaign and the 
identity that Republicans sought to establish 
between President Truman and Governor Ste- 
venson in their effort to discredit the Demo- 
cratic candidate. | 

The Dlinois governor apparently still shies 
away from too close identity with the Tru- 
man element. That seems to explain his 
desire, revealed at the conference, for Ste- 
phen A. Mitchell, his close friend whom he 
hand-picked for national chairman, to remain 
in that post. He specified a year. 

President Truman acquiesced in a contin- 
uance for the chairman, bowing to the 
wishes of the governor, but with no particu- 
lar time limit. 

There is a possible danger that, if Mr. 
Mitchell is too long continued, the commit- 
tee, itself, will assert its prerogative and 
replace him. 

Tne governor recognizes the powerful posi- 
tion of the Southern Democrats in Congress, 
with the party out of power, and knows that 
Congress does become the forum for the 
party out of power. He will be conciliatory 
in aim, and will seek to unite the party in 
Congress on issues as often as possible as 
occasion offers. 

Governor Stevenson intends to talk—but 
only, as he put it, when there is something 
to talk about.

NEW YORK—It is the verdict of history 
that Westbrook Pegler, who flourished in 
American journalism from about 1925 through 
the Roosevelt-Truman regime, was one of 
the leading epitheticians of a period which 
revived the personality of politics in brisk 
and impudent repartee.

The Roosevelt-Truman adherence winced 
at tnis. for, to them, Roosevelt was the god 
of a formless theocracy and his wisdom par- 
took of his divinity. 

However, the history of epithetics yields 
comfort as well to those who venerate the 
myriad-minded Pegler as to the harmless 
fanatics who still hold occasional processions 
to their patroness. 

By comparison with some excessive flip- 
pances of previous history, ‘‘La Boca Grande”’ 
was almost obsequious. 


Isabella of Bavaria, the wife of Charles 
VI of France, was called the Great Sow. 
Empress Elizabeth of Russia was the infa- 
mous Harlot of the North. Henry IV of 
Castille was Henry the Impotent. An Eng- 
lish queen was known as Bloody Mary. 


President Truman’s reiteration of the 
term, ‘‘the good-for-nothing, do-nothing Eight- 
ieth Congress”’ was of his own coinage, but 
there had been precedents in the Mad Par- 
liament and the Lack-learning Parliament, 
also known as the Dunce Parliament in 
England and-.the Drunken Parliament in 
Scocland. 

Because he was tall and thin, William 
Pitt was called the Bottomless Pit. Peter 
Brouham, a minor English politician with a 
jumpy facial nerve, was called Harry 
Twitcher. Alexander the Great, Charles 
XII of Sweden and Ludwig of Bavaria were 
called mad. Lord Hervey, an effeminite 
British vice-chancellor, was known as Fanny. 

The Duke of Marlborough, a Churchill and 
the sncestor of Britain’s fat boy of World 
War IT, was called the Silly Duke. Disraeli 
was ‘“‘Dizzy.’’ Queen Anne of England was 
Brandy Nan, for a reason that a quiz-kid 
might surmise. There were dignitaries called 
Crazy Jane, Alfonso the Fat and the Devil. 
Americans execrated Weyler, the Butcher, 
a Spanish general, and the Nazi Bitch of 
Buechenwald.

By Discarding Last Hope for Peace 


Atlanta— Many who approached the tide of 
responsibility in 1918 cling to ideals embed- 
ded by Woodrow Wilson. The editor takes 
one gently back to the era when we felt that 
the League of Nations set a new pattern for 
nations to live together in peace and under- 
standing. 

On a bleak day in December, 1918, I stood 
on the deck of a battleship in the harbor 
at Brest.’ The sky was murky all about, 
except one elongated spot where the sun 
faintly tinted the clouds like mother-of- 
pearl. All hands were on deck in dress blues, 
and al) hands were on the decks of other 
battleships that formed two stately lines 
leading outward from the big harbor—a presi- 
dential escort for Woodrow Wilson’s return 
to his homeland. 


I was but a blur among many sailors on 
the USS Nevada, all in dress blues, not even 
white hats to individually dot us on the scene. 
And so were the other sailors of the fleet. 
Perhaps it was not until later years that the 
grandeur of the,scene struck me, though 
later back in civilian life hopes glowed in 
the thought that a job had been done and 
would not have to be done again. 


Then came the roaring ’20s, consuming 
our salad days, and with the consummation 
came the days of the iconoclasts. Senators 
La Follette, Lodge et al., set out a new 
theme-—-isolationism—to rend Woodrow Wil- 
son's ideals apart, to engulf our hopes. 
Smugness was the order of the day. We 
would stand alone in a world of avarice. 
Our newly found strength in tanks and air- 
planes had defended the undaunted. Even 
those implements and our battleships were 
scrapped. The Ailantic and the Pacific were 
our existing defenses. And so it went. 

Now. we again are confronted with the 
issue of taking on our responsibility, of hold- 
ing a world-governing body—the United 
Nations. There are still isolationists lurk- 
ing about, possibly rallying, as the editor 
suggests, to Senator Taft's call. Men talk 
of the uselessness of dickering with the Rus- 
sians who handle each proposal with their 
particular odium of mumbo-jumbo. Men 
worry about the contamination of the UN's 
personnel and how much vital information 
is given away through speaking out plainly 
and fearlessly in the American way. 

Let us not again be misguided. These are 
the machinations at a cold front, a front 
that wears down the nerves, to disgruntle 
us, to tear us apart. Just now the news is 
heartening. The line-up of nations on the 
Korean truce issue also lines them up as 
nations against the godless Russians. Let 
us hold on. Clean it up, change personnel 
and procedure, yeorganize, if you will, but 
hold steadfastly to the United Nations!
